Saudi ambassador injured 
in army-Phalangist clash 


BEIRUT, Dec. S (Agencies) 
— /Saudi Arabia's amoassador 
to Lebanon, Sheikh All Ai- 
Shaer, was wounded by a bul- 
let in the leg Friday as bis 
helicopter flew over a firefignt 
north of Beirut, eyewitnesses 
reported.. 

The chopper received 10 
machine gun shots during a 
shootout between right-wing 
militiamen and Lebanese army 
units in the Christian mam 
port of Jounieh, 12 miles north 
of Beirut, witnesses said. 

The ambassador was rushed 
to a nearby hospital after the 
French-made helicopter made a 
forced landing near Jounieh. 

Kuwait's Ambassador Abdul 
Hamid Bouaijan, who also was 
on board, escaped unhar med 
and helped the plane's pilot to 
transfer Shaer to the hospital. 

The rightist “Voice of Leba- 
non" radio station later broad- 
cast a hospital bulletin saying 
Shaer had suffered a "minor 
flesh wound.” 

"The bullet broke no bone 
and tore no veins in the am- 
bassador’s leg," said the broad- 
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Sheikh AM Al-Shaer 


appeared over Jounieh, the wit- 
nesses reported. 

A reporter who arrived later i 
on the scene was told by civi- 
lian witnesses that agitated 
militiamen thought the helicop- 
ter was bringing in army re- 
inforcements and opened fire. 

Witnesses quoted array offi- 
cers as saying Hubeika's arrest 
was ordered by the army com- 
mand because be was wanted 
for interrogation into the re- 
cent attempt on the life of De- 
fense Minister Fuad Butros.

KINSHASA, Zaire, Dec. 8 
(AP) — Zaire President Mobu- 
tu Sese Seko will head a trade 
mission to Saudi Arabia Dec. 
11 on a five-day visit in a bid 
to discuss what officials term- 
ed “an important commercial 
and oil accord" Friday. (See 
interview with Zaire ambassa- 
. dor on page two). 

Official spokesmen declined 
to elaborate but noted that two 
missions of representatives of 
the president, and of the central 
7flirMn bank had made trips 
to Saudi Arabia recently to 
prepare Mobutu's visit. 

Zaire’s weak economy does 
not aMow it to import sufficient 
anrwuTMa of oil which is strict- 
ly rationed in some .areas of 
the country. 

Although Saudi Arabia did 
not participate in the Novem- 
ber conference in Brussels du- 
ring which 11 Western nations 
derided to provide Zaire with 
aid estimated at about S1Q0 
million, the Saudi government 
expressed interest, it also ask- 
ed to be kept informed of the 
progress of President Mobutu's 
program for economic revival.

Iran government lifts ban 
on religious processions 


TEHRAN, Dec. 8 (Agencies) 
— In an effort to defuse 
mounting opposition to his re- 
gime. the Shah of Iran lifted 
the martial law ban on reli- 
gious processions during the 
high holy days of Muharnun. 

Meanwhile, demonstrators in 
Isfahan bombed an apartment 
block where some Americans 
live and set the Grumman Air- 
port Corporation headquarters 
afire Friday. Tn Tehran The 
U.S. Air Force began evacua- 
ting the families of some Ame- 
rican servicemen stationed in 
Iran, in what officials are call- 
ing “voluntary” exodus. 

Diplomats in Isfahan, in 
southern Tran, said a bomb ex- 
ploded in the underground 
parking garage of an apart- 
ment complex where “four or 
five” American families lived. 

The explosion shattered win- 
dows throughout the complex 
and diplomats said the Ameri- 
cans decided to move out rf 
the complex “because without 
windows they have no heat” 

No one was injured in the 
blast. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
said the Grumman building 
was set ablaze after an anti- 
Shah demonstration got out of 
hand as troops moved in to 
disperse the protesters deman- 
ding the ouster of the Shah. 

The attack on the U.S. com- 
pany’s offices came only a few 
hours before the military-led 
government gave the Shah’’ 
foes permission to stage a

man building and then set it 
afire. 

“The building is pretty well 
gutted.” the spokesman repor- 
ted.

U.N. Assembly urges return

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UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 
s (Agencies.) — The U.N. Ge- 
neral Assembly has ignored 
moves towards an Israedi-Egyp-. 
tian treaty and called for the 
early re-convening of the Mid- 
dle East peace confp'coce oo- 
chailred by the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

The assembly resolution, 
adjopted by 100 to 4 with 33 
members abstaining, reaffirmed 
earlier calls on Israel to with- 
draw from aJi occupied Pa- 
lestinian and other Arab lands.

JEDDAH, Dec. 8 — Zaire 
President Mobutu Sese Seta's 
visit to Saudi Arabia which 
starts Sunday is aimed at per- 
suading the Saudi government 
and the private sector to invest 
in Zaire, according to Zaire 
Ambassador to Saudi Arabia 
Kixnasi Marwiku Basaula. 

In an interview with “Arab 
News” Thursday, the ambassa- 
dor said: "President Mobutu 
-will explain to his Saudi hosts 


the vast opportunities for pro- 
fitable investment that Zaire 
can offer.” 

The country has rich depo- 
sits of copper, diamonds, ura- 
nium and zinc and great agri- 
cultural potential, but money is 
needed for their exploitation, 
he said. 

In particular, Basaula said, 
the European companies min- 
ing in Zaire "refuse to extend 
their operations on the excuse 
that the country is unstable.

RIYADH, Dec. 8 (SPA) — 
Riyadh Central Hospital has 
added 200 beds' to bring its 
total to 700, Dr. Fabd Turki 
Al-Madi. acting hospital direc- 
tor said Friday.

The hospital, which now has 
147 doctors and nurses of both 
sexes and a total staff of 900, 
A»ni« with 3,000 outpatients 
daily and 400 to 500 daily at 
its casualty department — a 
figure which doubles on Fri- 
days, Madi said.

LAGOS— 

Last April, after delivering 
a speech during his state visit 
to Nigeria, President Carter 
received an unusuaHy . blunt 
word of thanks from the 
director of Black Africa’s 
most prestigious political re- 
search institute. 

“Mr. President," said Boiaji 
Akdnyemi, director general of 
the Nigerian Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs, as Carter re- 
turaed to his seat, “the biggest 
honor which we in this coun- 
try confer on people who we 
respect is not to ignore them. 

“In the coming days, weeks 
and months, every word you 
have uttered here this evening 
is going to be analyzed. It is 
going to be dissected. And, 
Mr. President, we will 
you informed...*’ 

Now, seven months 
that analyzing has been 
and it is clear Chat Nigeria, 
Black Africa's most influential 
nation, is not pleased. In gov- 
ernment and private circles, 
many Nigerians like Akin ye 
mi are frustrated and embit- 
tered over the pace of events in 
southern Africa and have re- 
surrected their old suspicions 
about Washington’s interest in, 
and commitment to, Africa. 

Their complaint focuses on 
the failure of the West in ge- 
neral and the United States in. 
particular to negotiate an end 
to white minority rule in Rho- 
desia and Namibia (South- 
West Africa). 

Nigeria had staked a consi- 
derable amount of its own 
prestige in backing Western 
peace plans for southern Af- 
rica. It played a major role in 
getting SWAPO, the Namibian 
guerrilla movement, to accept, 
internationally supervised elec- 
tions, and it has largely replac- ; 
ed Tanzania as Washington’s 
intermediary in dealing with 
ibe patriotic Front, the guerril- 


la movement fighting the Rho- 
desian government of Prime 
Minister Ian Smith and his 
three black co-leaders. 

But recent events appear to 
have lessened the possibility of 
transferring power peacefully. 
South Africa has elected a 
right-wing prime minister and 
has held elections in Namibia 
without U.N. supervision. 
Smith has toured the United 
States and said that the pro- 
mised Dec. 31 transfer of 
power to blacks is now impos- 
sible. 

Meanwhile, Rhodesia has 
unleashed its heaviest attacks 
of the war on Patriotic Front 
guerrilla camps in Zambia. 

“There is a feeling in this 
country that we have been let 
down," Akinyemi, the politi- 
cal scientist, said in an inter- 
view. “The United Stales sim- 
ply hasn't delivered on its pro- 
mises. Andy Young (U-S. Am- 
bassador to the United Na- 
tions) goes around saying he 
doesn't believe in violence, but 
what’s the alternative? What 
.have we got to show for sup- 
porting Washington’s peace 
plans? Is South Africa 
better off? Is majority 
any closer in Namibia 
Zimbabwe (Rhodesia)? 

“The truth is that if 
United States wants credibility 
in Africa, it will need credi- 
bility in Nigeria" 

As far back as i960, the 
year of Nigeria’s independence 
from Britain, there were pre- 
dictions that Nigeria, because 
of its size and its oil wealth, 
would one day become the lea- 
der of all Black Africa. 

But political instability, a 
civil war and economic mis- 
management slowed this coun- 
try of 80 million people in its 
march coward leadership. 

The turning point in Niger- 
ia’s international independence 
came in 1975, when Nigeria 
refused three Limes to receive

Now Nigeria wants the Unit- 
ed States to recognize the Pat- 
riotic From as the legitimate 
government of Rhodesia and 
to apply economic sanctions 
against South Africa, where 
the United States has 
Si. 5 billion invested, 
observers believe that is ask- 
ing tbe United States to be 
more African than Africa is. 
Many Black African States con- 
tinued to have economic ties 
with — and dependence on — 
South Africa. 

Nontheless, Nigeria had 
placed its hopes on the Unit- 
ed States. The dissipation of 
those hopes was evident in 
three front-page editorials that 
appeared on successive days 
recently in Black Africa’s lar- 
gest daily newspaper, the 
“Daily Times’’ of Lagos: 

“....Reason, the logic of 
history aDd a healthy regard 
tor our own interest as a na- 
tion now dictate that we sol- 
emnly judge this trust and co- 
operation (with Washington) to 
have been fruitless,’* one 'of 
the editorials said.

China, Japan and oil

TOKYO — 
The Japanese government is 
running into problems wito the 
Japan-China long-term trade 
agreement, signed last February, 
as oil companies balk at the 
amount of Chinese oil they are 
expected to absorb, and the 
price Peking wants for it. 

The eight-year agreement 
for Japan to send China 
about S10 billion worth of 
technology, plants, materials and 
machinery. In return, China will 
sell Japan crude oil and some 
coal. 

The sale of the oil js crucial 
to China's industrialization ef- 
fort. Peking needs the money 
to pay for the technology. The 
Japanese are eager to make the 
deal work because of the bil- 
lions of dollars they hope to 
make in the China market. 

Linder the agreement, China’s 
oil exports to Japan will go 
from seven million tons this 
year to 15 million tons in 1982. 
After 1982, amounts were not 
set. bur Japan guaranteed it 
would take an increasing 
amount every year. Re- 
cently, top Japanese and 
Chinese officials have discussed 
setting tbe later figures as high 
as 30 to 50 million tons a year. 

Japan certainly needs oil — 
it imports 98 per cent of the 
oil it uses. Tbe problem is that 
it doesn’t need Chinese oil. 
markedly different from the 
Middle East oil that makes up 
the bulk of Japanese imports. 
And, according to oil company 
officials here, it definitely does 
not need Chinese oil at the cur- 
rent price of 513.20 per bar- 
rel , 50 cents higher than good 
Arabian Light crude. 

Chinese oil is poorer in 
quality than Arabian or other 
Mid east oil for purposes other

Iran and the Soviets

MOSCOW — 
Concerned over the threat 
of an enlarged American pre- 
sence on its southern border 
and leery of Iraq’s new mili- 
tary regime, the Soviet Union 
has suddenly become much 
more outspoken about Teh- 
ran’s troubles. 

A rash of articles in the go- 
vernment-controlled press 
following President Leonid 
Brezhnev’s recent warning 
against any Western interfer- 
ence in Iran’s internal affairs 
has combined speculation 
about American intrigue there 
with stepped up criticism of 
the Iranian government. 

The new Soviet propoganda 
offensive is in sharp contrast 
to the previous low level of 
official commentary here on 
the volatile situation in the 
strategically and geopolitically 
vital Gulf state and it appear* 
designed to give the Kremlin 
maximum flexibility in the 
event tbe Shah falls. 

Whether intended or not, it 
also lays the foundation ^ for 
•the Soviets to justify more 
tangible moves later based on 
alleged American interference 
in Iran. 

Western analysts here are 
still reluctant to read into the 
Kremlins recent polemic any 
attempt to set tbe stage for 
more overt moves. Instead, 
they say, Brezhnev's remarks 
are primarily a reflection of 
real concern here that the si- 
tuation in Iran could easily 
flare into a superpower con- 
flict that- neither side really 
wants. 

“They fed about Iran the 
same way the United States 
does about Cuba," one Europ- 
ean diplomat commented. “The 
parallel isn’t perfect, but it 
nelps to explain tbe Soviet 
sensitivity about Iran." 

At the same time, another 
diplomat added, “it does look 
like they’re trying to pat some 
distance between themselves 
and the Stab." 


Western analysis say they’re 
convinced by private conversa- 
tions with Soviet officials that 
the Kremlin still is not ready 
to write off Shah Muhammad 
Reza Pahiavj. In fact, the 
recent Soviet press makes lit- 
tle mention -of demands by the 
Shah's opponents that he he 
deposed- 

However, there seems tittle 
question that the Kremlin* is 
now looking much more close- 
ly at the type of regime that 
might succeed the Shah if be 
is toppled, and at its own like- 
ly influence in such circumstan- 
ces. 

What it most fears is still 
the fall of the Shah and a full 
takeover by the military. There 
would inevitably be an even 
greater American influence in 
Iran under .those conditions, 
the Kremlin believes. 

While he has bought billions 
of dollar* worth of American 
arms, the Shah has lived up 
to his 1962 pledge that he 
would not allow any foreign 
missile bases on Iranian terri- 
tory. Whether a military re- 
gime would do the same is 
less certain. 

“Any interference, especially 
military interference, in the 
affairs of Iran — a state which 
directly borders on the Soviet 
Union — would be regarded by 
the Soviet Union as a matter 
affecting its security interests," 
Brezhnev warned in a state- 
ment carried on page one of 
Che Communist Party newspa- 
per, “Pravda.” 

The warning was seen here 
as directed as much at the 
Shah’s military regime as it 
was at the Carter administra-

The Soviets have hinted pub- 
licly at the desirability of a 
new “coalition national gov- 
ernment" in Iran but have s tot 
gone beyond that.

. for a way around a pen- 
sion . crisis that is ■ expected to 
hit with full force in the 1980s 
and 1990‘s when an unprece- 
dented number of older work- 
ers will be leaving their offices 
and factories for retirement.

for the average man was only 
about 45 years. 

But that has changed. The 
Japanese man’s life span is now 
the world's longest, about 73 
years, and Japanese women 
live an average of 78 years, 
longer than in any other coun- 
try except Sweden. Much of 
that lengthening span occurred 
in a 15-year period, I960 to 
1975, when Japan's death rate 
..fell, by.,36 per cent. •' 

The socially unsettling side o f 
that com is an aging work force 
and millions of people living 
more and more years past the 
age of 55, _ which is still the 
mandatory retirement age in 
roughly half of Japan’s com- 
panies, particularly the large 
ones.

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A change of tactics

UNITED NATIONS, — No 
longer do his scrolls through the 
corridors of the United Nations 
draw packs of reporters hoping 
for an audacious quote. Ins- 
tead, be has faded out of the 
headlines in a way that has 
caused puzzled diplomacy wat- 
chers to ask: “Whatever be- 
came of Andrew Young?" 

That is quite a change from 
the time, a little more than a 
year ago, when- much of the 
discussion about the then- fledg- 
ling Carter administration’s 
foreign policy centered on what 
was known as “the Andy Young 
problem.’* 

Among the various groups 
uhai brush against Young in his 
role as U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations there is consid- 
erable disagreement about what 
this change means. 

Some have interpreted his 
slipping into the background as 
a fall from grace — that he has 
been, muzzled and that seeming- 
ly subtle shifts in U.S. policy 
toward southern Africa are a 
sign of his diminished influence. 

Vet, among his fellow U.N. 
ambassadors and the backstage 
officials who turn the wheels 
at the State Department and 
the White House, it is hard to 
find anyone who agrees that 
such epitaphs are justified. 
They say Andy Young stiH 
casts a long shadow over the 
policy decisions of the U.S. 
government and the affairs of 
the United Nations. 

The difference between last 
year and this year, they say. 
h'is been a little-noticed evolu- 
tion in Young's approach to his 
job. What emerges from talks 
winh diplomats, U.S. officials 
and Young himself is a portrait 
of a man who has changed not 
Itis beliefs, but his tactics, and 
who has subjugated many of 
his outsider’s instincts to work- 
ing within the system. Now, 
they say. Young seeks to make 
his point in behind-the-scenes 
negotiation rather than on the 
Jr >nt pages. 

"Andy has learned a great 
deal about the mechanics of 
diplomacy and how to make it 
work for him,’’ says the U.N. 
ambassador of a major Euro- 


pean nation. “He knows all 
about instructions and cables 
and chan oels — about bureau- 
cracies and who pulls the strings 
in them. In the process, he’s 
become less colorful, but, in 
my opinion, much more effec- 
tive." 

If so, that is quite -a differ- 
ence from the image Young 
projected when he first moved 
into the U.S. mission here. 
Then, he seemed unique — a 
veteran of the crvfl rights move- 
merit personifying all the churn- 
ing currents of 1960s dissent 
who smashed the icons of 
traditional diplomacy in ways 
that earned him such sobri- 
quets as “the loose cannon" 
and “the wayward missile." 

Young preferred other mili- 
tary terminology to describe his 
role. He viewed himself as - Pre- 
sident Carter's diplomatic "point 
man” — the one out front who 
drew hostile fire by enunciat- 
ing controversial positions, but 
who also served as the catalyst 
in bringing these positions for- 
ward so they could become sub- 
jects of public discussion. 

It was a mission he under- 
took with gusto, igniting a 
chain of controversies with his 
outspokenness on subjects rang- 
ing from Cuba's stabilizing 
role in Angola to normalization 
of U.S. relations with Vietnam 
to the racism allegedly lurking 
in the hearts of various former 
presidents. 

Inevitably, his comments drew 
an endless discussion about 
whether Young, the activist dis- 
ciple of Martin Luther King 
Jr., was a truer representative 
of Carter’s thinking in foreign 
policy than ostensibly more 
authoritative figures such as 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

In retrospect, most informed 
observers agree that such the- 
ories were an over-simplifica- 
tion, fostered to some extent by 
the tendency of press and pub- 
lic to look at complex issues, in 
terms of . personalities. .

Venus probes 
descend today 

By Thomas O’Toole 

WASHINGTON — In an 
experiment as ambitious as 
It is unprecedented, astrono- 
mers on Earth will attempt to 
measure the winds in the at- 
mosphere of Venus this month 
when the cloud-covered planet 
is 58 million, kilometers away. 

The unique test will take 
place today. Dec. 9, when four- 
small Pioneer space probes 
descend into the atmosphere of 
Venus and beam back to Earth 
radio signals that will not only 
track their descent but identi- 
fy even their slightest wobbles 
as winds in tbe upper atmos- 
phere blow them off come. 

"We should be able to mea- 
sure which way the winds are 
blowing on Venus and how 
fast they’re blowing to within 
one mile an hour,” Dr. Char- 
les C. Counsehnan of tbe Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy said recently at a Pioneer 
press conference. “This experi- 
ment is as precise as seeing 
the minute hand move on 
watch that’s three thousand 
miles (4.800 kilometers) away." 

When the four probes fall 
toward Venus, where upper- 
ataospbesric winds are likely 
Ic be 32C kilometers per hour. 
They will send back radio sig- 
nals whose arrival at Earth 
can be timed to within one- 
txillionlh of a second. 

The signals from tbe four 
probes will be picked up by 
four different antennae on 
Earth, one at Goldstone in Ca- 
lifornia's Mojave Desert, a 
second at Santiago. Chile, a 
thtmd in Australia and the 
fourth on tbe island of Guam 
in the South Pacific. 

The four antennae form a 
ring around the Pacific Basin. 
Venus will be almost directly 
overhead on 'Dec. 9 when the 
probes descend into the pla- 
net's atmosphere. 

Any three of the antennae 
— with the fourth available as 
backup — will form a triangle 
whose legs will be the measure 
of the time it takes for the 
signal from each probe to 

reach the Earth. _ (WP) - 


almost everybody. 

“1 tried to establish that cre- 
dibility in several ways.

“The second responsibility 1 
accepted when I came here was 
the task of trying to make the 
U.N. system work, of being 
able to get 5he votes that wiH 
determine the U.N.'s direction- 
It’s not the kind of thing that 
gets you in the newspapers, but 
that’s the job I’m trying to learn 
how to do now.” 

He adds: “I think it’s impor- 
tant because I see the United 
Nations as a means of avoiding 
violence by putting problems 
into a political process *at 
drains their potential for viol- 
ence. If you can do that, there's 
no way you can lose — 
even if you’re on the losing 
side of a vote.

Id particular, many point to 
his increasing interest in the 
North-South dialogue — *he 
search for more equitable trade, 
development and wealth dis- 
tribution between the industri- 
alized and underdeveloped na- 
tions. 

“There’s still a big gulf bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Third World on rhesc subjects,” 
said a European ambassador. 
"But. more than anyone else, 
Aody has been responsible for 
turning around some of Wash- 
[tngkjiM » TadUSonal conserva- 
tive altitude* and getting some 
serious attention for the dia- 
logue. 

“If you're looking for a mea- 


sure of his influence in the U.S.

For the moment, though, 
most observers trying to cali- 
brate Young’s sianding within 
the administration have their 
attention fixed on the Namibia 
situation.
